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Ingalls Reported to Be Hunting for 
Another Office, 


ALLIANCE CONGRESSMEN AS EDITORS. 


They Will Establish a Newspaper 
in Washington. 


THE PRESIDENT 18 MUCH DISGRUNTLED 


Atthe Opposition to Him in the Indiana 
Convention—Russell Harrison in the 
Press Gallery. 


Washington, March 11.—(Special.)—Ex- 
Senator Ingalls, of Kansas, is reported 
to be on a still hunt for further political 
honors.’ It is said by his friends that he 
will not be a candidate against Sena- 
tor Perkins for the seat of the late Sena- 
tor Plumb, now occupied by Perkins, 
but he will ask for a nomination as con- 
gressinan at large next fall. The cynical 
ex-senator says he would rather be in the 
lower branch of congress than to occupy 
a seat among the millionaires of the up- 
per branch. 

The alliance is anxious for the repub- 
licans to nominate Ingalls because they 
think he is the easiest man to beat in the 
state. Jerry Simpson declares that with 
Ingalls at the head of the republican tick- 
et the alliance candidate would be elected 
by 40,000 majority. 

Will Establish a Paper. 

The scheme of the alliance congress- 
men to establish in this city a congres- 
sional committee on the lines of the demo- 
cratic and republican committees meets 
with general faver among the leading 
men of that party, both in and out of 
congress. They propose to go further than 
the two old parties, in that they will 
establish a daily paper at the national 
capital and run it, or at least try to run 
it all the year round. A prominent alli- 
anceman said to The Constitution corres- 
pondent tonight, that instead of being rep- 
resented in the next congress by nine men 
they would have twenty-five, “and,” 
he added, “they will be men elected from 
the western country, having no affilia- 
tion with the democratic party. It is my 
opinion that the two old parties will be 
so evenly balanced in the next house 
that we will control the balance of 
power and elect a speaker. We do not 
look for much aid from the south, but ex- 
pect all our new.men to come from the 
west and northwest. It is hard,” he con- 
tinued, “to make a strong allianceman 
out of the average southern man. He is 
a natural-born democrat and on party 
questions will be always, or nearly al- 
ways, found voting with the democratic 
party.” 

Harrison Does Not Like It. 

The action of some of the delegates to 
the Indiana republican convention yegger- 
day in openly repudiating President Har- 
rison, has been the talk at the capitol 
today. The president himself is consider- 
ably agitated over the matter, notwith- 
standing the fact that his friends assert 
that it was not much of a storm after all. 
The fact is, however, that neither the 
president nor the office holders who 
brought about his made-to-order endorse- 
ment yesterday, can scarcely deny that 
the president is cordially hated by a large 
and influential republican element in his 
own state. The men who led the revolt 
yesterday are determined and aggressive 
fighters and it is not believed that even 
after President Harrison is renominated 
can they be brought into line. The threat 
made that the president would loose Indi- 
ana if renominated is believed to be 
more than probable by astute politicians 
at the national capital. 

Kusgell in the Gallery. 

Prince Russell Harrison today made 
application for membership in the press 
gallery. In doing this he signed a pledge 
that he had no interest in any bills before 
congress. Prince Russeil is credited to 
The Montana Journal. The application 
was made for him by the representative 
of Colonel Shepard's New York news- 
paper and the report is that the prince 
will be used as a rival to Tim Campbell, 
who writes Washington letters. from 
Washington for a rival evening paper. - 
According to the report Prince Russell's 
letters will appear in the Saturday 
issue of Colonel Shepard's paper. 

Blaine’s Condition. é 

Secretary Blaine is not as well today as 
he was yesterday. Dr. Hyatt, his physi- 
cian, attributes Mr. Blaine’s failure to im- 
prove to the sudden change in the weather, 
which has caused widespread sickness 
among public men here. Still, the secre- 
tary has not had what could be likened to 
a relapse. He did not rest so well last 
night, owing to the increase of his cough, 
and this naturally weakened him. Mr. 
Blaine is not allowed to read the news- 
papers, and is kept perfectly quiet. He is 
not likely to be in condition to leave his 
bed for a week or more. Congressman 
Turner has been receiving congratulations 
all day upon his speech of the tariff de- 
livered yesterday. Even many republicans 
told him that, from a democratic stand- 
point, it was a very able effort. 

Will Go to Charlotte. 

A delegation from Charlotte, N. C. ar- 
rived in Washington today to present a 
formal invitation to Senator David B. 
Hill to deliver the anniversary address 
at the commemoration of the Mecklen- 
burg declaration of independence at 
Charlotte, on May 20th. The delegates 
consisted of R. J. Brevard, mayor of the 
city, E. D. Latta, J. L. Chambers, J. F. 
Robertson, T. R. Robertson, Jerome 
Dowd, J. P. Caldwell, and Wade H. 
Harris of The Charlotte Daily. News. 
The delegation met Senator Hill at 1 
o'clock and he cordially accepted the 
invitation. Senators Ransom, Vance, and 
Butler, and all the North Carolina repre- 
sentatives, will accompany Senator Hill 
to Charlotte. Speaker Crisp also said 
that he would be of the party. 

Much Tariff Eloquence. 

Thirty-six members of the house hare 
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Crisp’s memorandum of intending speak- 
ers on the tariff question. The list 
includes only two or three members of 
the ways and means committee, but all 
the members of that conimittee may be 
expected to be heard from except Sprin- 
ger. There are still others who €xpect to 
speak on the tariff issue who have not 
yet recorded their intention and the list 


is constantly growing. None of the names | 


recorded announce the subject of the ip- 
tended speech-making to be other than 
the tariff question in general. 


More New States. 

The committee on territories has ¢om- 
pleted the consideration of the bill for the 
admission of New Mexico. There are sone 
amendments made in mihor points which 
prevent the completion of the report in 
time for its consideration by the committee 
today, but this will be doné next week. The 
bill will provide for the constitutional ¢on- 
ventions to be held next December, to be 
followed by the election for state officers 
in April, 18903. The wil for the admis- 
sion of Arizona, will also be reported with- 
in a few days. Both territories are demo- 
cratic, and when admitted into the hausé 
as states, will send four democratic United 
States senators, eee 

Hon. Price Gilbert, of Columbus, is. in 
the city today, having spent several days 
in New York. He had a long talk this 
forenoon with Speaker Crisp. 

Senator Proctor on Harri@on. 

The most important pice of political news 
which has been ‘heard around the capitol in 
some time was set afloat today by a remark 
of Senator Proctor. It will be remembered 
that Senator Proctor was 4 member of Pres- 
ident’s Harrison’s cabinet, until he volun- 
tarily resigned to accept a seat in the sén- 
ate a short time ago. 

While in the official family of the president 
the senator was considefed as the closest to 
the president of any of his cabinet officers, 
and consequently the expression of opinion 
which he makes concerning the licy of 
the president in a political way, fan more 
than usual interest attached to it. Senator 
Proctor, in conversing with another senator, 
expressed the opinion very emphatically 
that the time had passed when a man can 
be elected to succeed himself to the prési- 
dency in this country. He added that. it 
might take one or two more campaigns to 
convince the country of this, but it was nev- 
ertheless true. 

The senator said further that he believed 
that President Harrison had no desire for 
a renondnation, and he intimated that ah 
announcement of this character would be 
forthcoming before the Minneapolis con- 
vention. 


Why Harrison Waited. 


The senator, to whom the, remark was 
made, was asked if he did not think it. some- 
what strarge that Presidént Harrison 
should have waited until this time before an- 
nouncing himself, and to this he replied: 

“No, 1 don’t think it strange at all. The 
president could not declaré that he was not 
a candidate for renomination so long as Mr. 
Blaine had not defined his own position; 
otherwise it might have been stated with a 
good deal of force that the. president had 
taken this step because hé was afraid that 
Mr. Blaine would defeat him for the nomi- 
nation. Now that Mr. Blaine has declared 
himself, it is easy for the president step 
out, if he so desires, Whether he is or not 
a candidate, oneshing is certain, and that is 
that the anti-Harrison faction in the repub- 
lican party in the senate is pretty generally 
united upon a programme, and that pro- 
gramme is to procure as many uninstructed 
delegates to the Minneapolis convention as 
they possibly can, in the hope that by  di- 
viding up the delegation they will be able 
to swing away from the president enough 
votes to secure the nomination of some one 
personally more satisfactory to them.” 

Personal Mention.

A BLIZZARD IN NEW YORK. 


The Wires Down, and No Trains Running. 
Immense Driftsa of Snow. 


Oswego, N. Y., March 11.—The blizzard 
has complete possession of this town. All 
the railroads are blocked, therefore no 
mails, and the wires are down. No trains 
are running. The railroad cuts are filled 
to the top. There are immense drifts in 
the principal streets ten feet deep. Nearly 
all business has stopped. It’s the worst 
storm in years. 

3lizzard weather prevails. throughont 
northern New -York, though unaccompanied! 
by any serious hardship. Since 3 o'clock 
vesterday afternoon about two feet of snow 
has fallen, and the high wind has madé 
immense drifts, which, in some cages, on 
highways and railroads, are impassable. 

The thermometer at 9 o’¢lock a. m., reg- 
isters about 17, a fall of 23 degrees since 
the storm began. The barometer is rising 
The city schools are but slimly attended, 
in the country districts many are closed, 
Lumbering and sugar making in the dis- 
tricts have been interrupted. ‘

The Nomination of Cleveland Would 
Bo Sheer Suicide, 


FOR DEFEAT WOULD BE CERTAIN 


While Other Democrats Were Strug- 
gling With Demons 


GROVER WAS PASSIVE AND SILENT, 


He Is a Good Tariff Reformer, but No 
Better Than Half a Dozen Others. 
He Is Not a Moses.

Chicago, Iil., March 11.—An authorized in- 
terview with Henry Watterson is made public. 
Mr. Watterson read the interview after it was 


written and endorsed it as correct. Three : 


questions were propounded. The first and 
second are related to Mr. Watterson’s well 
known views upon the tariff and silver. The 
third, and mostimportant question, that of the 
presidential nomination, Mr. Watterson an- 
swered last. He said: 

“I have never indulged myself very much in 
hero worship, and any good democrat whom 
the national convention may see fit to nomi- 
nate, will suitme. IfI had to puta manin 
the white house he would be Carlisle. I re- 
gard him as the best equipped democrat in 
public life. He is able and honest. :Heis 
sound tothe core and has the courage of his 
convictions. He was making great exposi- 
tions in democratic lore and leading demo- 
cratic tariff battles when Cleveland was mayor 
of Buffalo. He would make an eminent pres- 
ident. Him aside, anybody will suit me who 


b does not come from New York.” 


_ “Why so?” 

‘*Because the factions there have made the 
nomination of any New Yorker impossible. 
Governor Hill has killed Cleveland, and in 
doing so he has almost killed himself. The 
nomination must come from the west, or go to 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania or Maryland. If 
we could not elect Cleveland in 1885, when he 
was in the White house, and when wo had all 
outer ‘forms and shows of harmony it the state 
of New York, what chance should we 
have against the present vehement opposition ? 

Cleveland Is Not a Moses. 

“Cleveland made us a good president. 
In great affairs he has many of theelements 
of a great man. I am most sincerely his 
friend. But I must contest, and sometimes I 
feel like resenting the notion that he is our 
sole, our only and most original Moses in the 
inatter of tariff reform. Cleveland allowed 
three years of his old ‘administration to pass 
before he declared himself. When otherdem- 
ocrats were struggling with the demons of 
darknesss he was passive and silent. When 
he did speak out he spoke well], but he 
was so skeptical of the issue he had himself 
‘preetpitated. He sent Gurman and the late 
William L. Scott to St. Louis witha cut and 
dried platform, ignoring hisown message, ig- 
noring the Mills bill and reasserting as his 
party law the straddle we had made in Chicago 
in 1884. | 
Cleveland’s Nomination Would Be Suicide. 

“Ido not mean to impeach or criticize 
Cleveland in the least. Heisas gooda tariff 
reformer as anybody, but he is no |better than 
half a dozen who have an equal claim with 
him to publicconfidence. In the face of the 
New York schism it seems to me his nomina- 
tion would be sheer suicide, and I have so 
much respect for his sense of dignity and 
honor that I take it for granted that he will 
in due time withdraw his name,” 

‘‘Do you think Senator Palmer is too old?” 

“Why, whatis the matter with Gladstone 
or Bismafck? No, [certainly not. He is an 
excellent man, and if there are Jnosink holesin 
his record he would make an excellent candi- 
date. So would Governor Boies, of Iowa. So 
would Governor Russell, or Governor Patter- 
son, or Gorman, if we decide to go east. The 
woods are full of admirable possibilities.’’ 

In reference to a hint that he himself might 
be a candidate, Mr, Watterson remarked: 

Watterson Has No Chance. . 

‘‘When there has been a foreign war, and I 
have had an opportunity to sink my confeder- 
ate record under a union commission and do 
prodigies of valor on the tented field, or words 
to that effect, come tome and I will talk to 
you about it.”’ 

Tonight Mr. Watterson left for Louisville. 


HUNDREDS OF LIVES LOST. 


Explosion of Fire Damp in a Mine at Char- 
lero!l, Belgium. 


Brussels, March 11.—An accident oc- 
curred today in the colliery near Charleroi, 
v hich it is feared will result in great loss 
of life. Three hundred miners were em- 
,t-oyed in the coalpit, when there was a 
terific explosion of fire damp. The pit 
mcuth was rendered unavailable, and up 
t» the present the fate of the imprisoned 
workmen is unknown. 

Efforts are being made to rescue any of 
th> men who may have survived the explo- 
sion. The explosion was at Anderluis col- 
liery. Tremendous excitement prevails in 
the vicinity of the pit. Men, women and 
children have assembled in enormous 
crowd;, and are wild- with fear, for it is 
thought that when an entrance is made to 
twe colliery the loss of life will be found to 
b> appalling. 

Of 300 men at work, only three 
have thus far arrived at the mouth of the 
pit in safety. The effect of the explosion 
was terific. The cage and ventilator were 
Shattered. The destruction of the venti- 
k.tor adds an element of great danger to 
the situation. ‘lhe men, if any survived 
t..e shock of the explesion, are apt to meet 
their death from chokedamp, as with the 
destruction ef the ventilator it is impossible 
to rid the mine of gases. 

A large number of the miners are mar- 
ried, and their families are at the pit’s 
wcuth frantic with grief. The worst is 
ft-ared, and the mine officers and gendarmes 
Lave the greatest difficulty in preserving 
space sufficient for the rescuing party that 
has been organized to work in. 

Volunteers are plentiful and almost su- 
yerhuman efforts are being made to cleur 
the shaft. 


Fire in Albany. 

Albany, Ga., March 11.—(Special.)—At 
an early hour this morning a shanty, occu- 
pied by an old negro man and his only 
child, on the Mobley place, seven miles 
from this city, was discovered to be on fire. 
The old man had gone to the field to work, 
and left his child in bed asleep. Mr. George 
Walker, Jr., who lives on the place, first 
discovered the fire, and, breaking into the 
house, at the imminent risk of his own life, 
rescued the little negro; not, however, be 
fore she was burned so badly that she lived 
but a short time afterwards. The house 
and contents were entirely destroyed.

New York, March 11.—(Special.)—The 
officers of the Richmond Terminal Company 
will no vigorous fight against the 
movement to place the Central railroad in 
the: ls of a permanent receiver. They 
believe in the first place that fhe fight is 
being made ty Mr. Rountree and other law- 
yers simply for the purpose of making a rep- 
utation for themselves personally. They 
likewise say that a fight would be useless, 
becanse it seems to them that Judge Speer 
has already determined in his own mind to 
appoint a permanent receiver. 

Mr. Inman: and other prominent men in 
the Terminal company told me today that 
the Central railroad had proven somewhat 
of an elephant on the hands of the Termi- 
nal, though they believe that if the lease re- 
maittied unbroken, matters would turn out 
all fight in the end. If the road is placed 
in the hands of a permanent receiver, hold- 
ers @f the stock here and those interested in 
the Terminal company predict that the 
Central will go down to forty. 

A prominent Georgia man here who holds 
a large block of Central stock, said today 
that the only people who would be hurt by 
Mr, Roeuntree’s action, would be the minor- 
ity stoekholders. He said if the minority 
stockholders intend making a protest, it 
would “have been wisest for them to have 
held off until the Terminal company. failed 
te pay the guaranteed 7 per cent dividend. 
As it is now if the read is placed in the 
hands of a permanent receiver, he believes 
the.stock will be very much depreciated and 
the dividends will be small, if any at all. 

Glad fer It to Go. 

Colonel Inman said today 
that contray to the last re- 
port the lease of the Central by the Rich- 
mond and Danville had been confirmed by 
the directors of the latter. ‘The stockholders 
have not voted upon it, but the directors had 
the power to approve and confirm the lease.

One of them 
informed me today that he was looking up 
Judge Speer’s record. and perhaps would 
tuke steps to impeach him. The statement 
¥.as, however, made in a vague sort of a 
vay. But they are after Mr. Rountree, 
ind say they have quite a good chance of 
convicting him of perjury, and-sending him 
t» the penitentiary. They claim that Mr. 
hountree has made a number of false 
ctarges in his bill, which he has sworn to 
as being actual facts, instead of swearing 
ws to his best knowledge and belief. Al- 
te gether, the matter seems to be in a very 
much mixed condition, and the ‘Terminal 
people seem disposed to fight Judge Speer 
vud Mr. Rountree, more thay for the pos- 
sesion of the Central.

THE CENTRAL WILL FIGHT. 


Its Directors Do Not Want a Permanent 
Receiver Appointed. 

Savannah, Ga., March 11.—(Special.)—An 
important meeting of the board of directors of 
the Central Railroad and Banking Company 
was held at the bank this morning. The local 
directors were all there, and in addition, several 
out of town directors were present; among 
them being Messrs. C. H, Phinizy, Uriah B, 
Harrald and E. P. Howell. Tlie meeting was 
called by President Alexander to consider the 
situation, and to decide ‘as to what course of 
action should be pursued in view-of the 
receivership. ? 

After along discussion, in which all took 
part, it was decided that the attorneys of the 
company should be instructed to resist the 
efforts that will be made in the United States 
court at Macon, next week, to place the property 
in the hands of permanent receiver, and to main- 
tain the legality and desirability of the lease 
tothe end. This meansthat the legal fight 
over questions of vast importance, arising out 
of Mrs. Clarke’s bill, will be a long and bitter 
one, and that the defendants will be repre- 
sented by a strong array of counsel. It is pre- 
sumed that the action of the d rectors this morn- 
ingisin accordance with the determination 
expressed on the part of the other defendants 
to sue, the principal one being the Richmond 
Terminal, to maintain the condition of affairs 
existing before the filing of the suit, 
at any cost, if sossible. The hear- 
ing before Judge Speer under these 
circumstances must continue for several days. 
It is probable that it will occupy five or six 
a and may even run over into the next 
week. 


General Alexander Is Mad. 


General Alexander was seen at his office by 
The Constitution correspondent and said: 
“This thing will be fought tothe end.” That 
is what this morning's decision means. ‘‘One 
of the most astonishing thing in connection 
with the suit,” he continued, “‘is this action of 
the stockholders of the Augusta and Savannah 
railroad. Indeed, so absurd was it that it is 
dificult to characterize it in parilia- 
mentary language. The. . idea of the 
movement is to have the rental 
of the road made a fixed charge, What is it 
now buta fixed charge? hat is the use of 
adding to the excitement and uneasiness to 
accomplish a thing that is already accom- 
plished ? Has the Central railroad ever acted

A Sharp Criticism. 


“When it comes toany movement on the 
part of the stockholders of one of these roads, 
as I am informed, some of the Southwestern 
are contemplating, or have already done, to 
take steps with regard to the lease of the Cen- 
tral, one way or the otker. I hardly know 
how to express myself. The only result of 
such actions is to further complicate matters 
and tend to embarrass the company, which, as 
I have said, has never, and never expects to, 
fail to keep its contract with them to 
the letter.

THE WEEK’S TRADE. 


Report of Dun & Co. of Business the Past 
Week. 


New York. March 11.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review says: Business failures oc- 
curring throughout the country during the 
last week number for the United States 230, 
Canada, 26; total 256. Distribution of prod- 
ucts is unquestionably improving. Transac- 
tions are, on the whole, larger than a year ago 
in spite of depression at the south, being very 
much larger at the west. Nor is the im- 
provement confined to that section; though 
general’ there, it is also more distinctly felt 
in eastern cities, and there are not wanting 
signs that trade at the south, though still 
much embarrassed by the low price of cotton, 
is steadily gaining. With all the great in- 
dustries active, with money abundant in spite 
of gold exports, and with speculation Kept 
in wholesome check the outlook would seem 


to be unusually favorable, notwithstanding 
general complaints that prices are low and 
margins of profit umsusually small. 

Iron has been a dismal feature, but Instead 
of a decrease the weekly output shows a 
large increase, so that March Ist it was the 
largest ever known—1!2,902 tons against 
188,135 .ast December, hitherto the maximum. 
Rails are inactive, bar is dull and plates 
weaker. 

‘tle textile industries are improving. Sales 
of weol at Boston, Philadelphia and New 
York for the year now exceed last year to 
the same date bv 4,700,000 pounds or 10 per 
cent; in knit goods buyers hesitate. Trade in 
cotton goods is largely in excess of last year's 
sales in February, showing a big increase in 
everry department. 

At Philadelphia while iron is demoralized, 
the market for wool is in buyer’s favor, Hb- 
«'al orders appear for dry goods and trade, 
except with the south is the best for many 
years. Io groceries, paints, oils and glass 
there is g'uéual improvement and in tobaceo. 
the lerger cigar makers being busy. 

Pittsburg finds the volumes of trade in iron 
smaller and some further talk of closing fur- 
naces, but the glass trade is fair. Lonisyville 
reports the largest sales of tobacco in the his- 
tury of the trade, and a general improvement, 
‘ usiness is fair but improving at Nashville and 
Memphis and some improvement is seen at 
New Orteans, where sugar is rising with an 
active demand and a better feeling is seen in 
cotton. Speculation in products is weak. 
wheat o+ing 2 3-4 cents lower and corn 1-4 
cent, exports falling much below those of 
recent weeks. 

Depression in Cotton and Wheat. 


The government reperts that after the enor- 
Inous movement, thus far 171,000,060 bushels 
of wheat remained in farmers’ hands on 
March Ist, the largest proportion ever re- 
ported, tends to depress prices further. Oats 
snd pork products are unchanged; oil 3-8 
higher, but coffee 3-8 lower. The drop of 
1-8 in cctton puts the price down to 6.98¢, 
the lowest for more than forty years, and re- 
cemts continue to exceed last year’s, though 
this weex exports fall behind. All exports 
trom New York show a decrease for the 
month thus far of about 8 per cent. The 
entgo of gcld does not entirely cease. thoewgh 
st+rling exchange has declined to $4.87 1-2. 
fy. it is understood that Austrian prepara- 
tions permit a small premium to be paid.

Rome, Ga., March 11,—(Special.)—The find- 
ing of an infant’s body late yesterday, and the 
sensational circumstances surrounding the 
finding, is causing some cxcitement 1D Rome. 

A negro named Sailor Daniels, who lives 
just outside the city limits, was on his way 
home, going by the Summeryille road, but’to 
save distance left the road and crossed a piece 
of hilly woodland. 

The ground was well covered with leaves 
and he suddenly stumbled into a hole which 
was partly filled with leaves. 

Getting out, he was horrified to see the 
partially covered face and form of gn infant 
of a few days or hours old. 

Deconiposition had commenced and it had 
probably been there sqme days. He summoned 
aid and had the child removed to his house 
near by, and the coroner notified. 

This official had the infant removed to town 
and Jast night called a jury and the county 
and city physicians, Dr. C, 8. Harris was 
made foreman of the jury, and the investiga- 
tion commenced. 

Dr. Moall, who examined the body care- 
fully, was positive as tothe race, on account 
of the length of time it had been dead. The 
features were gentle, the hair straight and the 
skin very clearand white. One fact he was 
positive of, however, and that was that the 
child had been murdered. 

The skul! was sufticiently crushed to pro- 
duce death, and the little girl’s mouth was 
stuffed with feathers, which alone would have 
caused death by suffocation. 

Sailor Daniels, the negro who found the 
child, was carefullyjand thoroughly questioned, 
but no information was obtained, 

The coronor decided to adjourn until Sat- 
urday worning, and in the meantime, the

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“GEORGE KENNAN. 


What He Will Talk About Next Week 
in Atlanta. 


TICKETS ARE SELLING VERY WELL, 


And There Is No Doubt That the Distin- 
guished Lecturer Will Have Large 
Houses— W hat the Papers Say. 


‘ The tickets are selling for the Kennan lec- 
tures, and he will have large houses Tues- 
day and Wednesday nights. 

People who never leave home at night are 
coming out to hear him, and others will leave 
off luxuries to go. 

Everybody would like to know something of 
the ‘subjects which have been announced for 


the Atlanta lectures, 


Of his lectures on “Camp Life in Kamt- 
chatka,”” which is to be given Tuesday, The 
Chicago Heralé says: 

Explorer George Kennan’s lecture last night at 
Central Music hall was devoted to that portion of 
northeastern Siberia known as Kamtchatka. ‘The 
lecturer pronounced it ‘‘Kam-chat-ka.” It bad 
been determined, through commercial necessity; 
to run a wire acr@ss Bering strait and down the 
Asiatic and American coasts. Upon this labor of 
exploration and construction Mr. Kennan had 
entered, The country proposed to be penetrated 
is blank to geographers, save a vague idea of the 
coast line. Of the interior practically nothidg 
had ever been heard. It was a vast territory 
locked vy frost and without inducement. The 
Russian-American telegraph enterprise, however, 
gave the opportunity and justified the explora- 
tion. The speaker described the beginning of his 
three years’ journeys in a sea voyage to the sea- 
_ village of Petropaviovsk, a town formed of 
ittle log houses, whose Windows were wade 
of fish skins. His first duty was to learn the 
language, and he related some amusing expe- 
riences illustrating that difficulty. ‘I want some- 
thing to eat,’ was the tirst sentence he iearned, 
and he convulsed the audience by repeating the 
sentence as he was taught it by the interpreter—a 
sentence of about forty compounded words, com- 
posed almost wholly of consonants. For two 
— Mr. Kennan struggied with the Russian 

nguage before he mastered it. He then sketched 
the trip northward to Behring straits, describing 
im a wonderful manner its vast solitudes and 
snow-covered steppes. The life and habits of the 
Koraks, the half-civillzed nomads of the country, 


formed a pleasing and interesting portion of the’ 


lecture. Mr. Kennan’s power of description was 
well shown in his dejineation of the scenery. His 
peroration, when he pictured the remarkable dis- 
piay of the aurora borealis, was eloquent. The 
audience was large and appreciative. 

Of the lecture for Wednesday night, The 
Boston Advertiser says: 

Last night’s lecture, the fifth lecture of George 
Kennan’s course in Tremont temple, was given 
before the largest audience that has ever greeted 
the distinguished traveler in this city. 

His subject was “An East Siberian Convict 
Mine.” 

Mr. Kennan, accompanied by G. A. Frost, of 
Boston, entered Siberia, going first to the mines of 
Kara, where all prisoners, sentenced to capital 
punishment and their sentence commuted by the 
czar to penal servitude for life, are sent. The ride 
to Kara was mace under extreme personal dis- 
comfort, the temperature being from zero to 15 
degrees below zero, and after a ride of 600 miles 
they arpived at their destination almost frozen, 
tired and nearly sick. Then he describes the Kara 
penal establishment, and told under what diffi- 
culties the acquaintance was tmnade of the “free 
command.’ Interesting types o7 political prisoners 
were presented, aud to show the audience clearer 
how these cultured, intelligent, finely nurtured 
ener dressed, Mr. Kennan put on clothes which 

e had brought from Siberia that had been worn 
by men he knew there, consisting ofa fur cap, 
trousers of bagging, low shoes, gray coat, and 
fetters with two bands around the ankle connected 
with achain. Reference was also mace to the use 
of the whip, the hard work of convicts chained to 
wheelbarrows, the great mortality atthe mines 
and the inhuman government rules.

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Godkin as a Fraud. 

Larry Godkin, of The Evening Post, 
is well nigh as intrepid a bungler as the 
Awful Liar that edits The New York 
Times. Godkin priuts in full the remarks 
made by Mr. Hewitt at the meeting of 
the chamber of commerce held to honor 
the memory of John Jay Knox; and he 
prefaces these remarks with 4 statement 
that Mr. Hewitt “effectually disposed of 
the charge. as frequently made, that the 
coinage act, of which Alr. Knox was the 
author, was passed through congress sur- 
reptitiously.”’ 

Here, then, was a piece of information 
of gingukir interest’ and importance— 
a piece of information that would ‘give 
the lie to John Sherman and other repub- 
lican statesmen. But the information did 
not come up to the announcement. There 
is not a word in Mr. Hewitt’s speech go- 
ing to show that the act of demonetiza- 
tion was not passed surreptitiousty—that 
it was not voted for under a misappre- 
hension as to its real purpose. 

All that Mr. Hewitt says on that sub 
ject is to declare that Knox was the a- 
thor of the act. Me drafted the eriginal 
bill, and Mr. Hewitt more than hints that 
Knox furnished “many eminent gentle- 
men in congress” the arguments which 
they employed to conceal the real pur- 
pose of fhe act of demonetization. 

Godkin is a great fraud. 

Our Neglected History. 

Prefessor Alderman, the recently elect- 
ed president of the North Carolina Nor- 
mal and Industrial eallege, Las succeeded 
in interesting the press and the people of 
his state in certain historical researches 
and eollections which cannot fail to be of 
great benefit to their commonwealth. 

Professor Alderman mys titat the 
North Carolinians have played the part 
of men in the making of history, but 
the telling of the story they have left to 
mnsympathetic and alien pens. This tis 
more or less true of the people of every 
southern state. As the professor says, the 
want of towns and other proper buiki- 
ings caused our early records to be scat- 
tered. The stern and nnusuai struggle 
for statehood belittled and erushed the 
preservative spirit common to ali men. 
The printing press touched only a few 
southern. lecalities as late as the midHe 
of the last century. We had organized 
governments and great leaders in war 
and peace for generations before any 
general interest was felt in our history. 
Then, from time to time, able writers 
attempted tw collect the necessary wmate- 
rial, but much of their work is fragmen- 
tary or inaccurate. 

Now, in this age of special studies, 
there are many reasons why we should 
take up the study of town, county and 
state history. In this way we can progress 
from the particular to the general. Each 
community bears some relation to other 
eommunities, and historically to the 
whole world past and present. The 
study of our local history will preserve 
the names and deeds of our great men, 
make our institutions understood, and 
vindicate us from the slanders of out- 
silers. 

We need county historical societies, and 
our colleges should encourage bright 
students to go to work in this interesting 
field, and write and publish monegraphs. 
It will instruct both young and old to 
trace our early systems of taxation, the 
political and economic influences of the 
plantation as compared with the New 
England town, our early land tenure, 
public roads -and railreads, trade and 
commerce, currency and subtreasury 
ideas, manufactures, postal system, the 
growth of towns, public schools, religion, 
race elements, old furniture and archi- 
tecture, penal and charitable institutions, 
civil policy, early governors and states- 
men, imnuiigration and emicration, 
states in war, etc. The professor, whose 
suggestions we have condensed in a hur- 
ried fashion, condludes as follows: 

When the facts are all in and the evidence 
all sift-.1 and arranged, I have faith that 
there will arise a man or set of men with the 
large mental endowment, the sense of just 
perspective,the calm dispassionate § strength 
born of ateuracy, the embodying historic im- 
agination, whe will’ vitalize the orderless, 
disjointed facts and set befere us the life of 
the state as the sculptor evokes the atatue 
from the unhewn stone. We will all be better 
citizens for the knowledge. Mere sensitive- 
aess and provinctalism and boasting will van- 
ish, Just an@ well-grounded state pride will 


appear. 
It is plain enough that all this will 


help us abroad. The statesmen, writers 
and eapitalists of Europe, when. they 
seek information concerning southern 
subjects, find very lite in print, and 
most of it is the work of northern writ- 
ers. The result is that furope still regards 
the south ns a turbulent, epidenic-sinit- 
ten region, wavering between yellow 
fever and black imsurrections, and non- 
progressive, both intellectually and _ in- 
dustrially. Thus we are described in the 
last Britannica. Is it not about time for 
our ablest pens to bring ont the trutl 
of history ? ,

Press the Silver Issue, 

Mr. William P. St. John, the president 
of the Mercantile bank, of New York, 
began the investigation of the silver 
question in order to be able to convince 
others that the Bland-Allison act of 1875 
was “dishonest in its inception and vic- 
ious in its tendencies.’’ He was a mono- 
metallist; he believed in the efficacy of 
the single gold standard. He did not find 
the facts to fit his theories, but even as 
kite as 1SSS, he declawes, “the proposal 
to afford equal access to the United States 
mints for gold and silver on our present 
money standard” would have been shun- 
ned by him “as heinously offensive.” 

Yet the painstaking investigation has 
compelled him, in spite of the pride of 
preconceived opinion, te come to the 
_conclusion that the remonetization of 
silver and its restoration to our currency 
is demanded by sound policy as well 
as the best interests of the people. »Mr. 
St. John is a banker; he has no interests 
in silver or silver mines; he abhors “‘dis- 
honest dollars;’ and yet he earnestly 
commends the enactment of the measure 
for the remonetisuttan of silver Low 
before the house. 

The people are disposed to believe that 
all bankers are opposed to thé remene- 
tization of silver, but Mr. St. John shows 
that this is not the case. His own case 
would be sufficient, but he says that 
every proposition of the remonettzation 
measure now before the house was sub- 
mitted at the convention of the American 
Bankers’ Association last November. 
In fulfillment of his engagement with an 
emiuent New York banker, Mr. St. John 
personally prevented the introduction of 
a resolution commending the passage of 
the remonetization bill. He declares that 
he stands ready to furnish “satisfactory 
evidence that a motion to recommend 
the measure to eongress for enactment 
would have carrted that convention of 
three hundred bankers overwhelmingly.” 

Our readers will gather from this that 
it is not the real business men of the 
north and east.who are opposed to the 
remonetization of silver, but only the 
money sharks who have British connec- 
tions, amd speculators who protit by the 
situation. ‘The real business men -of the 
country know that they can get no sub- 
stantial profits out of a system which 
permits British bankers to measure the 
price of Ameriean cotton and wheat by 
the price of depreciated and depreciating 
silver.

Men and women who lrave made 
themselves very conspicuous in anything 
except literature are sought after by the 
magazines, and paid good prices for their 
articles, written tn many oases for them 
by hack writers. 

In view of these facts, Berry is the very 
man for the lecture platform, and for the 
Inagazines, too. So long as the people 
have this craze for the notorious and con- 
spicuous, there is very little room left 
on the stage, the rostrum and in the mag- 
azines for modest and respectable merit. 
Where will all this end? Perhaps it will 
result in the forced retirement of genuine 
aetors, lecturers ard writers, and the 
substitution of freaky, eelebrities and 
criminals. 

This deplorable state of affairs is the 
result of too aggressive or speculative 
metheds in art and literature. These 
things do not go well together. In the 
world’s history the greatest artists have 
made very little money out of their work. 
They Hved for something better than 
riehes. But in this commercial age men 
try to act, speak and write for revenue 
only, and a sad mess they make of it. 
Short weight, sand in the sugar and 
wooden nutmegs-—-these results of greed 
in commerce substantially appear tn a 
slightly different shape in the world of 
art. It is a serious business. With the 
Bidwells, Berrys and others ef the same 
kidney on deck, genuMme merit will hes- 
itate before showing itself in public in 
such bad company. A revival of the mor- 
als and manners of & geseration ago 
would be a blessed reform just now.

‘Issued every Friday, its terms were $3 
per annum, or $4 if not paid within six 
months. 


The first’ page contains the conclusion of 
an address delivered before the societies of 
Franklin college, by the Rt. Rev. John 
England, DD., bishop of Charleston, whose 
eloquence has not lost its charm with the 
flight of time. His prophecy eoncerning the 
Empire State has been fulfilled. “Her riches 
will be developed, her hidden treasures ex- 
plored: from the east and from the west, 
from the north and from the south, will she 
be visited, admired and enriched by contri- 


bution.”’

The schedule gave 
satisfaction all around, and the @elegates 
went back to their homes satisfied that 
baseball is on a firmer footing in the south 
than it has ever been before.” 

The Schedule. 


Mr. Hart was on the schedule committee 
with President Genslinger and Ted Sulli- 
van. 

“Sullivan and I,” he said, in talking of 
the work, “‘were at it from 7 o’clock in the 
evening until 3 o'clock this morning. We 
started out to make a schedule, which 
would, as nearly as possible, meet every- 
body’s approval, and we succeeded, even 
beyond our expectations. We have fixed 
the jumps so as to do away, as well as 
possible, with long railroad trips. Of 
course, I would have liked to have the At- 
lanta club open the season here at home, 
but gave that up in order to secure Mem- 
orial Day and the Fourth of July. We will 
have two games here on each of these 
days. We open the season in Macon, and 
the old-time rivalry between the two cities 
is sure to insure big crowds there, and on 
the 25th ard 26th, when Macon comes up 
a! Yes, everybody seemed well satis- 
ed. 

The schedule shows that Atlanta opens in 
Macon April 14th, 15th and 16th; then goes 
to Birmingham April 18th, 19th and 20th;

Sheriff Camp is going to build one the 
exact counterpart of it, in Fairburn, for 
the execution of Walter Cook. 

Cook is the young negro who killed An- 
drew Kiser in that county last fall. He 
will be hanged on April 1st. 

Cook spent several months in the At- 
lanta jail, and had the unpleasant — 
ence of seeing the gallows which has done 
service at two hangings, but he had little 
idea that it would ever be used as a pattern 
for a gallows upon which he would be hung.

WHEN IS IT NINE O'CLOCK P 


Mr. Tom Cobb Jackson Held Between 
Two Courts on a Question of Time. 
Judge Clarke Settles It. 


Mr. Tom Cobb Jackson was a much wanted 
man yesterday morning. He was wanted by 
two courts at the same time; and as he could 
only be in one place, the two tribunals joined 
issue, and for a half hour the city court and 
the superior court were on the verge of a clash 
of authority. 

In this case the old rale that possession is 
nine points of the law seems to have held good. 
When a /awyer has cases called in two courts 
at the same time, the rule is that the first tri- 
bunal which gets him can hold the man. This 
time-honored custom was cited in M:. Jackson’s 
case, but by a decision of exceeding acuteness 
Judge Marshall Clarke upset the apparent ad- 
yantage of thecity court and held Mr. Jackson 
until he got through trying his case in the 
superior court. Judge Van Epps graciously 
yielded on the ground that he had been ‘guided 
by the judicial watch instead of the court- 
bouse clock. Thé situation of the two courts 
was very much like that arising out of the 
quaint old Quakeradvertisement : 

“Ye olde foiksconcerte will begin at 8 of the 
elock. As the town ciock is somewhat irreg-

watches.” 

Both courts convene at 9 o’clock, and the 
judges are guided by the bellin the big clock 
on the tower. AtY o’clock yesterday .norn- 
ing there was a resounding clang of the big 
bell, and the two judges turned 
to their dockets. In the superior court the first 
case called was that of Bradford against the 
Georgia Pacific railroad; Mr. Jordan for the 
plaintiff, and Messrs. Tom Cobb Jackson and 
Pope Barrow for the defendant. In the city 
court the first thing inorder was a group 
of railroad cases, with Mr. Burton Smith for 
the + emg and Mr,,Tom Cobb Jackson for 
the ros eg 

Judge Van ps looked at his watch, called 
the court to Bi er and the cases were calied. 


_As the bigclock was beginning to strike 9 


Mr. Jackson rose and announced “‘ready”’ for 
the defendant. He told the court 
that he had a case on the docket 
in the superior court, and asked 
permission to go upstairs and check it. Re- 
ceiving this momentary leave of absence, he 
let no grass grow under his feet, but went up- 
stairs with such alacrity that he arrived before 
the big clock had ceased to strike. Persons in 
the sevond ward who have been troubled with 
insomnia assert that it takes the courthouse 
clock two minutes to strike 12, and a minute 
andahalf to strike9. Certain it is that Mr. 
Jackson got upstairs before the ninth stroke. 
The case of Bradford against the Georgia 
Pacific railroad was called, and Mr. Jackson 
asked that it be checked, saying his case in 
the city court had been called, and he had an- 
pounced ready. t 

Then ensued a mighty argument. Mr. 
Jordan insisted that the case in the superior 
court goon, and Judge Clarke heid that Mr. 
Jackson must remain, for if he had been in 

he court below it was prior to 9 o’clock, and 
the court was not legally in session. 

“But,” said Mr. Jackson, ‘‘the clock was 
striking when I announced ready.”’ 

And soit wasin the superior court when he 
caine in. There was a quandary to perplex a 
Philadelphia lawyer. Judge Clarke held that 
it was not’ 9 until -the clock had'‘ceased to 
strike. 

“The purpose of the strokes of the clock,’’ 
said he, “are toannounce thehour. The hour 
has not been announced until the Jast stroke 
has sounted.”’ 

Hearing of the difficulty, about the time, Mr. 
Burton Smith ran upstairs totake a hand in 
the argument. Judge Clarke sent Mr. Cool- 
edge, the court stenographer, down to ask 
Judge Van Epps the exact time when the case 
was called in the city court, and several mes- 
sages passed between the two judges. Having 

ascertained the circumstances in ‘both courts, 
Judge Clarke took the bull by the horns and 
decided that when the hour of 9 o’clock ar- 
rived Mr. Jackson was in hiscourt and the case 
must go on. Judge Van Epps said that 
the wall ‘clock, by which he had 
usually been guided, had been moved a few 
days before, and as it might be a little out of 
time, he used his watch. He would not put 
his watch against the courthouse clock, and 
remembering Judge Clarke’s courteous decis- 
ion in the Atlanta and Florida case, he would 
give Way 

So ended a clash of courts which, but for the 
courtesy of Judge Van Epps, might have re- 
sulted in an appeal to the supreme court to de- 


. cide whether it is 9 o’elock at the first or last 


stroke of the bell. As 1t stands, by the decis- 
ion of Judge Clarke, it is not 9 o'clock until 
the last stroke is heard.

THE TEACHERS’ INSTITUTES 


Are Giving a Great Stimulus to the Coun- 
try Schools of Georgia. 

Two months’ experience with the teachers’ 

institute points to very gratifying results. 


. Their establishment seems to have put new 


life into the country schools. 

The last legislature dida wise thing in ap- 
propriating $25 a county for this purpose. The 
institutes are already exerting a fine influ- 
ence. The new system went into effect on the 
Ist of January, and has been established in 
about two-thirds of the counties. The custom 
is for the teaehers to meet on one Saturday in 
each month and form normal classes in the 
different branches taught in the common 
schools. Itisin effect the same kind of ar- 
rangement for each county as thatin vogue 
in the city of Atlanta, where the superinten- 
dent of public schools holds normal classes 
every Saturday. 

The board of education and the county. 
school commissioner have charge of the insti- 
tutes, and, so far, they have succeeded in 
bringing some competent educators to the 
work of instruction.

Mr. R. J. Guinn, the assistant school com- | 


missioner, says the institutes have been largely 
attended and the contact of thirty or ete 
teachers tends to stimulate them in the study of 
improved metheds and to make thein more 
thorough i in the branches they teach. 
“Commissioner Biadwe!l is out almost every 
Saturday at some one of the these institutes, 
and his persona) intiuence fs doing a great deal 
to stimulate the teachers,’’ said Mr. Guinn. 
“Although the institutes have only been’ in 
Operation two months, their good effect is al- 
ready apparent. When you bring thirty or 
forty teachers together, they begin to brighten 
upatonce. If there are any incompetent ones 
among them, the fact is soon apparent. This 
is the best possible method. ef reaching and 
strengthening the weak places in the common 
&chool system. I was present at the erganiza- 
tion of the institute in Rockdale, my own 
county, and it was gratifying to see the inter- 
6St nranifested by the teachers. There were 
thirty-five present, and it was astonishing to 
see how they caught the spirit of the thing 
and how they appreciated the recognition the 
ated Was giving them in these normal advau- 


Speaking of the school system in general, 
r. Guinn said: 

“The common school system is more popu- 
lar now than ever before. There. has heen a 
great awakening of interest among the people, 
and the old attitude of indifference has giver 
place to the keénest interest anda resolution 
to bring up the standard of instruction. The 
idea that the’ negroes are getting most of the 
advantage of the school fund is erroneous. It 
has been held up as a bug-bearin the legisla- 
ture, but there is nothing in it, The attend- 
ance of colored pupils dues hot Gompare wich 
that of the whites.”

AN ADVERSE REPORT 


Will Be Made on the Woodward 
Ordinance, 


CHANGING THE ORDER OF THINGS 


In the Police Department—A Meeting of 
the Pelice Cémmittee and Police 
Commissioners Yesterday. 


The same order of things as has been 
in vogue since last April in the police de- 
partment will continue for some time yet. 

In other words, the office of chief of de- 
tectives and assistant chief of police will 
remain one apd the same as heretofore. 

‘hat’s the decision of the police com- 
mittee of the city council. A majority of 
the members of the police commission con- 
eur with the police committee in recom- 
wending to the council that no change be 
made in the rank and authority of the 
chief of detectives. 

At Monday’s meeting of the city council 
Alderman Woodward introduced .an ordi- 
nance changing the ordinance creating the 
oflice of assistant chief of police so as tu 
relieve the chief of detectives of the duties 
of that pusition, and creating the office of 
assistant chief of police independent of the 
chief of detectives. In a nutshell the pur- 
pose of the ordinance was to make the 
chief of detectives and the chief of police 
heads of two independent départments, 

Atter some discussion, a speecu by Mr. 
Woodward and talks by several other 
councilmen, the ordinance was _ reported 
to the police committee and the police com- 
mission for joint action. 

The Commission Meets. 

Yesterday afternoon the police commit- 
tee and the police commission met in Mayor 
Hemphill’s office. - 

There were present Councilmen Hill, 
Tye and Sawtell, Alderman Shropshire and 
Commissioners English, Spalding, Brother- 
ton, Gramling and Laird. : 

Mayor Hemphill, Chief of Police Con- 
nolly and several other gentlemen were 
present. 

Chairman Tye, of the police committee, 
presided. 

Conimnissioner Brotherton started the bail 
to rolling by making a speech favoring the 
change proposed by the ordinauce of Mr. 
Woodward. 

“IT am not,” said he, “in favor of electing 
a succesor to Captain Couch, yet. 1 favor 
this ordinance because I1 believe that the 
thief of detectives can best manage the 
affairs of his own department, unhamp- 
ered with the duties of chief of police. In 
the absence of the chief of police, his duties 
may well be attended to by the senior cap- 
tain. 

Commissioner Laird spoke on the same 


line. 

Chairman English spoke against the ordi- 
nance very strongly. 

“IT am opposed,” said he, “to any change 
in the present system. I think that the 
chief of detectives can very well manage 
the limited detective foree, and in addi- 
tion attend to the duties of chief of police 
when the chief is away. I do not want to 
take a captain away from his duties, 
watching after his men to place him atthe 
station house. It’s an experiment begun 
only last April. It has not been fairly 
tried. 1 oppose changing it now.” 

Some Other Views. 


Councilman Billie Hill wanted to know 
the views and wishes of the cOmmissioners 
before voting on the matter. That’s what 
the conference was called for, he said. 

Councilman Gramling expressed himself 
of the same views as Chairman English. 

Councilman Hill wanted Chief Conno!- 
ly’s views about the matter. 

The chief said that he preferred that 
things remain as it had been. He thought 
it was best for the department. 

“Why do you think s0?’ asked Mayor 
Hemphill. 

“Because,” was the chief’s reply, “in my 
absence the senior captain is only on duty 
eight hours out of twenty-four. The chief 
of detectives could be on duty all day. 
And even when I am bere, we could so ar- 
range matters that he could be on duty 
when I] am off.’’ 

And then Dr. Spalding made his maiden 
speech. 

“IT am young in the board,” said he, “but 
it seems to me that if the chief of qoice and 
the chairman of the board of police commis- 
sioners agree that the present order of 
things is good enough, why, the council 
should accept their judgement in the mat- 
ter. I am willingeto accept it any way.” 

“Tt’s three to one with the commission- 
ers.”” remarked Billie Hill. 

“IT move then,” said Mr. English. “that 
the police committee report the ordinance 
back to the council with an adverse recoun- 
mendation.” 

Chairman Tye put the motion and it was 
carried, only Mr. Laird and Mr. Brother- 
ton casting dissenting votes. 

The action of the committee: settled the 
election. of a chief of detectives for last 
night. 

The Board Organizes. 


As soon as the committee adjourned, 
Chairman FEinglish called the board of com- 
missioners to order. He stated that the 
purpose of the meeting was to organize. 

Commissioner Brotherton nominated 
Commis# ner English for chairman of the 
board to succeed himself. 

Iivery member of the board voted for 
Captain Wnglish, seemingly glad of the 
privilege. 

Commissioner Gramling nominated Dr. 
R. D. Spalding as chairman pro tem., and 
he was unanimously elected. 

Then Mr. Laird, upon motion of Com- 
missioner Brotherton, was made secretary 
of the board. 

Thus in. about three minutes was the 
board of police commissioners of Atlanta 
organized with a full list of officers. 

The board then adjourned subject to 
the call of the chairman.
